EW YORK, Oct.. 9. — [Exclusive

eon region into an archipelago, and 
made Manhattan more like a monsier 
sponge than an istand. 

When, tre deluge 
swiftly to a giant blow that grew to 
fifty miles: an hour by midnight, the 
haif-drowned atid wholly wretched 
community. already deceived several 
times by the treacherous !uiis in the 
sky's outpouring, scarce ventured to 
congratulate itself on emaneipation. 
Once it betame apparent that the rain 
had stopped permanently, waen the 
sputtering drizglies that chased one an- 
other acro®s the map after the heavier 
fall. melted g@fadually to a chilling mist 
that cleared with the wind’s increase, 
the dripping millions shook themselves, 
grinned wits quick resilience of tem- 
perament peculiar to New Yorkers, 
speedily soughi sheiter and dry clothes, 
and hastened to take stuck of the ex- 
tensive losses the city and its neigabors 
had suffered in the course of that un- 
precedented day.

The fall of water from 3 o'clock a.m. 
Thursday. when the rain began, to 3:50 
p.m. today. when it ceased, was 10.06 
inches, breaking al! records for a sim- 
ilar period. The water front in Man- 
hattan borough was flooded, cellars 
were inundated, and great damage 
maused. Brooklyn suffered even worse, 
traffic on the street- -car lines. being 
blocked in many isections. 

Throughout the eastern part of the 
State, on Long Island, and ail over New 
Jersey, heavy loss was caused by the 
downpour, At Poughkeepsie, two lives 
were lost, and one perished at 
son.

LEXINGTON C.) Oct. 9—James 
H. Tillman was on the stand today 
over four hours, a witness in his own 
behalf. For one hotir he was subjected 
to the fire of cross-exgmination by 
counsel for the State. But one other 
Witness Was placed on the stand by the 
defense, after which the defense rested. 
Witnesses in rebuttal placed on the 
stang by the State were heard during 
the closing hours. tiood progress was 
made today toward the conclusion of 
the trial, which already had consumed 
nearly two weeks. 

In reply-to questions, Tillman said 
whe had been told that he could 
come to Columbia and say what he had 
said on the stump. He said it had been 
reported to him that the operahouse in 
Columbia where he was to Speak was 
to be packed, and he was not to be let 
out alive. He stated that if that threat 
was carried out, it would be the most 
disastrous tragedy in South Carolina. 

Mr. Tillmay said he was walking 
down from the Statehouse after the 
adjournment of the State Senate, Jan- 
vary 15, in company with Senators 
Talburn and Brown. At the transfer 
station he noticed Mr. Gonzales down 
the street looking at him yery in- 
tently. He said he (defendant) had on 
his overcoat, buttoned; ‘that he never 


Gonzales had on an overcoat lightly: 
buttoned, with his hands in his pock- 
ets, thumbs sticking out. @onzales cut 
diagonally across in front of him, and 
the thumb of his right hand § disap- 
peared in his pocket. 

He said he thought Gonzales was go- 
ing to draw a weapon and he fired 
first, saying: “I got your message.”’ 
The tnessage, he said, referred to the 
statement reported to him by witnesses 
White and Holsenbach. These state- 
ments were to the effect that Gonzales 
had said he had made Tillman show 
the white feather twice before, and 
would do it again. The defendant said 
he did not fire a second shot as Gon- 
zales did not draw a pistol.

STANFORD'S GREAT LIBRARY. 


Plans Sent to Mrs. Stanford in Aus- 
tralia—She Intends to Make it the 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Oct. 7.— 
Plans for the new library building have 
been submitted to Mrs. Stanford, who 
is at present in Australia, conferring 
with the Hon. Thomas Welton Stan- 
ford concerning the new building. It 
is the plan now that Mr. Lathrop, Mrs. 


Stanford's brother, who is treasurer of : 


the university, will dig the first spade- 
ful of earth preparatory to the build- 
ing of the new edifice on the first of 
next January. The present quarters of 
the library are too cramped, there be- 
ing room for aonly about 99,000 vol- 
umes. The new building is to be con- 
structed of buff sandstone, like the 
other buildings of the quadrangle, and 
will probably be about 350 feet long 
and three stories high. It will be op- 
posite the chemistry building, on the 
east side of the quadrangle. The read- 
ing room. will be circular, about 75 feet 
in diameter, with book stacks radiat- 
ing from the room. #0 that all the 
books wil! be easily accessible. There 
will be stacks for 850,000 books here, 
with accommodations for 156,000 clse- 
where in the building, so that the to- 
tal capacity of the library wiil be 1,- 
000,000 volumes. Besides this, there will 
be separate rooms for the different col- 
lections, su@ as the Hopkins Railway 
Library, the Thomas Welton Stanford 
Australian Library. and the Hildebrand 
Library. The best features of the great 
libraries of Europe have been copied, 
and it is the aim of Mrs. Stanford to 
make this the most complete univer- 
sity library to be found anywhere. The 
building is to cost about helf a mil- 
lion dollars. and will be the uncondi- 
tional gift of Mrs. Stanford to the uni- 
versity, given out of her own private 
means. It is possible that she will also 
give a permanent endowment for the 
maintenance of this library.

_ ALASKAN TIN DEPOSIT 

SURPASS CORNWALL MINES. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SEATTLE, Oct. 9.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Nome is excited over the dis- 
covery of valuable tin deposits in Lost 
River and Cape Prince qf Wales dis- 
tricts. Additional force is given to the 
reports by confirmation from Arthur 
J. Collier of the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey, who came in this morning 
on the steamship Oregon from the 
North. 

Well-defined depdsits of this metal 
have been found about forty-five miles 
up the coast from Teller. The discov- 
ery was made by prospectors named 
Randt and Grim. Wight claims. were 
staked on Cassarite Creek, a tributary 
of Lest River. The croppings are said 
to carry a much larger percentage of 
metal than is found in the famous tin 
mines of Cornwall, Eng. The ore also 
contains copper to a considerable ex- 
tent. The discovery is looked upon as 
one of the greatest mineral finds of the 
year, | 

At Cape Prince of Wales a further 
strike of tin is reported, and this is 
said to be.one of the richest deposits 
in the world. The company is prepar- 
ing to work the property on a large 
scale next season, and has sent out 
for extra supplies. The most improved 
machinery will be used, and the offi- 
cers of the company claim to have 4 
greater value in ore in the space of 


gold which has ever been taken out 
of the richest Nome creeks. 
BROOKS’S INVESTIGATION.

SEATTLE, Oct. 9—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch} A. H. Brooks, who is in charge 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey work in Alaska, arrived today, 
and this evening continued on his way 
to Washington. During the summer he 
visited seven districts, directing the 
work of seven distinct government ge- 
ological-survey parties. He refused 
to discuss the details of his report, vut 
it is known that cons.uerable will be 
said about Alaska coal and the new 
tin deposits recently discovered. 

Special attention was paid this year 
to the district around Juneau in fact, 
this will be the first detailed report 
from ith government on the mineral 
formation of that part of Alaska.

The Siberian Express. 

Up to some months ago there were 
eleven so-called “trains de luxe” run- 
ning on the Great Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, of which eight are property of 
the railway administration and three 
of the International Sleeping Car Com- 
pany. 

The Russian government has now put 
several new most luxurious ‘trains on 
the line, by which passenegs may travel 
direct from Moscow to Vladivostok, 
Port Arthur or the newly-established 
eastern city of Dalny. Lake Baikal is 
crossed by powerful steamers, which 
can take on board three trains of elght 
ears each af one time. Only during the 
winter months, when the lake is cov- 
ered by thick ice, sledges are employed 
for bringing the passengers around the 
lake, as the great ice breakers proved 
insufficient to keep the ice open all the 
time. In about a year and a half the 
Lake Baikal section of the Siberian 
Railroad will be completed. Immense 
engineering difficulties were met with 
in the construction of this part of the 
line. 

The new trains consist of first and 
second-class parlor cars, dining cars, 
baggage car and observation car. The 
baggage cars have accommodations four 
the train crew. The latter include a 
train inepector, who speaks several lan- 
guages, and who is in full and supreme 
charge of the express train. The meals 
served in the dining car are good and 
cheap. A. physician is also on each 
train, and in his charge is the train's 
pharmacy. One of the first-class cara 
hag a fine piano, while bathrooms have 
been provided in the second-class par - 
lor cars. There is also a first-class in- 
ternational library, gymnasium and 
similar features. A barber shop is 
found in the baggage car. Thus far 
four of these trains have been put on 
the line, and they are said to be the 
finest railroad trains on European and 
Asiatic soil. 

By means of the#e trains a traveler 
can now go from St. Petersburg over- 
land to Viadivostok tn a little less than 
ten days. The trains are _ lighted 
throughout with electricity.—{ Philadel- 
phia Express.

Is the long threatened 
between Russia and Japan about to 
n? Late dispatches the 

t seem to indicate that. war is 


dmminent, and that both sides are 


preparing for it in earnest. 

For some years past. trouble has 
bedn brewing between Japan and Rus- 
@a, Ever since the China-Japan war. 
fm which the Chinese were whipped 
to a standstill in short order, the 
Japanese nave been, apparently, 
“spoiling for a fight” with Russia. 
Perhaps the Japanese are not to be 
Blamed overmuch for this feeling, for 


it was Russia that intervened at a 
critical juncture to rob Japan of the 


fruits of victory. The resentment 
thus engendered has grown, rather 
than diminished. It has been in- 
creased by the aggressive attitude of 
Russia. 


The national spirit is strong in 


Japan. and the ease with which the

LANS FOR BETTER ROADS. 

At the fourteenth annual session 
of the Trans-Mississippi Commercial 
Congress; which was held at Seattle, 
August 19, 20 and 21, the subject ot 
general highway improvement was 
considered for he first time within 
the history of that organization. As 
the outcome of the deliberations, the 
following resolution was unanimously 
reported by the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, and was unanimously adopted 
by the convention: 


“Recognizing that preperlf 


structed highways are primarily essen- 
tial to the .@shest development and 
commerciai prosperity of the trans- 
Mississippi country, and believing that 
it is neither equitable nor feasible to 
secure them wholly at the expense of 
the local districts, but that their cost 
should he prorated among all inter- 
ests benefited; therefore, be it — 
“Resolved, by the Trans-Mississippi 
Commercial Congress, in convention as- 
sembled in the city of Seattle, that 
we urgently recommend to the several 
States that they adopt a system of 
highway improvement, under compe- 
tent engineering supervision, embody- 
ing the general principtes of the mod- 
ern plan of State aid now successfully 


practiced in many of the older States; | 


and that we favor the stil! further 
distribution of the burden by enlist- 
ing the aid of the national govern- 
ment, and request the active support 
of our Representatives in Congress for 
this policy.” 

A noticeable and highly encourag- 
ing fact in connection with the dis- 
cussions of the good roads question 
at the session of the congress was 
the fact that.. while some differences 
of opinion developed as to other mat- 
ters under consideration, there were 
practically no differences of opinion 
on this question. There was entire 
concord of opinion as to the neces- 
sity for ecodperation between the 
United States government and the 


governments of the several States, or- 


civil subdivisions thereof, in order 
that permanent highway improve- 
-ment might be hastened as much as 
practicable, and made as thorough as 
The movement for coéperative high- 
way improvement, as between na- 
tional, State and local authorities, is 
steadily gaining momentum. and it 
seems certain to win in the long run. 
It is diréctly in line with the spirit 
and purpose of the Brownlow bill. 
now pending before Congress, an: 
which, its friends believe, is pretty 
sure to pass at the coming session. 
It has taken time, and a great amount 
of educational work, to give this plan 
the character and force of a national 
movement, but it is now rapidly as- 
suming that form. and as such it 
must command increasing consider- 
ation. 
Hon. Martin Dodge, Director of the 
office of Public Road Inquiries, 2 
Washington, D. C., in a recent inter- 
view, stated concisely some of the ar- 
gumenis in support of the codperative 
plan, which were brought out at the 
Seattle sessions of the Trans-Missis- 
sippi Among things, 
the point was clearly made that “many 
of the interior States and Territories, 
especially in the mountain districts, 
have no navigable rivers and harbors, 
and therefore they receive only re- 
mote and indirect benefits from the 
expenditure of the vast sums of 
money appropriated for the improre- 
ment of rivers and harbors.” For 
this reason, “it would be Ujust and 
equitable if the general government 
‘Should lend its assistance to the 
building and maintaining of certain 
public highways through such States 
and Territories.” It is not proposed 


that the national government shall 


bear the entire cost of constructing 
these roads, but it ts contended that 
it will be no more than right for the 
government to pay at least one-ha!f 
of the expense, as is provided for in 
the Brownlow bill. it is urged iu 
support of this proposition that “rhe 


burden of raising the enormous reve- 


nu¢s of the United States government 
rests as much upon the people of the 
rural States and districts as upon 4ll 
other classes combined, and that the 
revenues of the general government 
approximate $190 per capita per an- 
num, whereas the revenue of the 
State government is only about $1 per 
capita.” 

“The: revenues of the general gov- 
ernment are so large, and are raised 
in such a manner by indirect taxa- 
tion,” Director Dodge is quoted as 
saying, “that there would be neither 
hardship nor inequity if the United 
States should bear a_i considerable 
proportion of the cost of impfoving 
some of the principal hignways in the 
various States and (Territories. It 
would seem that the best and mosi 
equitable method would be to require 
the United States to pay a portion of 
the cost, the State a portion, the 
county a portion, and the property 
owners in the vicinity of the road a 
portion.” 

The argument that the government 
should pay a portion of this expense 
becaure its revenues are large, and 
are obtained in part by indirect taxa- 


tion, can hardly be regarded as eco- | 


nomically sound. No matter how large 


the revenues of the government are 
or how they are obtained, unless it is 
right .for the government to pay a 
part of the expenses of road improve 


‘ment it should not do so. But it 


would seem to be as expedient, as 
wise, and as right, morally and legally 
for the general government to assist 
in the development of highways on 
land, in aid of trade and industry 
(especially the agricultural industry,) 
as to assist in the development of 
commercial highways and rivers and 
harbors, in which the govérnment has 
long (and properly) taken a promi- 
nent part. : 


EATH ON THE RAIL. 

And still the Work of killing 
people on the rail goes merrily on 
in this country. A few days ago 
there were three bad smash-ups in one 

on a single railroad system in 

ern California, resulting in sud- 
den death to several, and terrible 
maiming to many. The death roll of 
the railroads in the United States is 


| appalling. Moreover, in a great ma- 


jority of cases these accidents are 
avoidable. We have not the precise 
figures before us, but if we remember 
correctly there were ohly two or three 
people killed on the railroads of Great 
Britain within a recent twelve 
months. Such a remarkable contrast 
tells its own story, and should carry 
a moral. Nor is it true that they 
save life at the sacrifice of speed, for 
in Great Britain they have some of 
the fastest trains in the world, one 
running regularly from London to 


‘ss than nine hours. 

What, then, is the cause of this 
difference? In the first place, they 
have perfect roadbeds, constructed as 
if they were intended to last for all 
time. In the second place, they do 
not run on public roads, nor are they 
allowed to cross any road on the 
grade. The private rights of way are 
enclosed, and no person ts allowed on 


shillings, or $8; to go on a track, even 
at a railroad station, where foot 
bridges are provided to cross from 
one platform to the* other. Again, 
the signal system is perfect, the block 
system of signaling being compulsory.

He says: “The rate 
was figured out on thé basis of the 
bonded debt and not on the stock, and 
at that time the bonded debt was a 
trifle less than half the actual cost of 
the property from the beginning 
up to that time. The Times con- 
cedes that an experienced rail- 
road builder is better authority 
when it comes to the matter 
of figuring the cost of such work. than 
the inexperienced layman. The trou- 
bie seems to be, in making calcula- 
tions of this sort, that the bonded in- 
debtedness of roads in so Many cases 
sends up the cost so enormoualy that 
the margin remaining for the operator 
is very small.

ART OF BEING AGREEABLE. 
LETTERS FOR THE TIMES BY MRS. 


ADELAIDE GORDON. 


The Times has arranged for a s¢- 
ries of articles by Adelaide Gordon 
on “The Art of Being Agreeable. 
The first of these articles will ap- 
pear in tomorrow's issue. Mrs. Gordon 
is more than an authority on mere “eti- 
quette.” Her writings are not the hard 
and fast rules that make the horror 
of the “don't books.” 

“IT have always had an aversion to 
the ordinary book of etiquette with 
its rules, its contradictions, its hack- 
néyed instances,” said Mrs. Gordon 
when a reporter cailed on her at her 
home in upper Madison avenue, New 
York. “In fact, I have always been 
doubtful regarding the real authority 
of the ordinary books of instruction 
upon the nicéties of social deport- 
tment. They so often disagree and 
some of them display such crass ig- 
norance of the subject that I do not 
wonder that many persons, like my- 
self, distrust and dislike these books 
of mere rules. There is more in the 
art of pleasing, and of making focial 
Intercourse enjoyable, than can be 
conveyed in “dont’s” or rules. It is 
really a matter for analysis, just as 
all human acts and motives can be 
analysed with more or less accuracy. 
And if my writings have proved help- 
fu! to the members of the New York 
Society of Self-Culture, it musi be 
largely owing to this point of view. 

‘This analysie of social intercourse. 
the amiability, the unselfishriess, the 
| desire to please, has always been my 
favorite atudy. I write of such top- 
ics with love and real interest. 

“It is very human, I think. and 
shows quite a proper self-respect when 
one feels the desire to advance in 
social life,” continued Mrs. Gordon, 
in reply to a question, “We al! wish 
to find our proper level, and the 
man Or woman with true self-respect 
must believe that the proper level is 
at the top. For such a one, with fair 
education and even the slightest open- 
ing to social opportunity, success is 
always possibie.. Ii ia literally never 
too late. I know this because I have 
seen it in hundreds of cases, the true 
social culture, self-acquired late in 
life by persons who, for lack of pro er 
environment, have grown up with- 
out the saving touch of the higher 
courtesy and agreeabfiiity. | 

“There is no greater faliacy than 
the common belief, that true cour- 

sy, social poise, and the art of be- 
ng agreeable afe inherited. They 
cannot be inherited. In how many 
¢ases do we find that the son of a fine, 
high-mannered gentleman, while he 
inherits the grace of carriage, the ges- 
ture and the kindly features of his 
Asire, infierita neither the manner, the 
power of pleasing, nor the amiabic 
unselfish heart of the tru¢ geritleman. 
The son of the most pleasing man in 
social life. if he depended entirely 
upon heredity. would be no better 
manneéred,. no more pleasing. no more 


uncouth parentage. 

“But when I speak of heredity. do 
not imagine that I am making littic 
of the importance of ‘environment.’ ” 
she added quickly, and growing very 
serious. “One-third of the pleasing. 
attrattive, well-mannered men and 
women in society, or In more modest 
reiations of informal friendship, are 
products of the youthful environment. 
the guiding touch avd example of 
father and mother, who themselves 
were well mannered. 

“The other two-thirds, believe me. 
are self-cuitured. Their manner ie as 
good, they are as pleasing in society, 
as well poised, as the mén and women 
who learned the higher culture as 
they learned to talk. 

“All about us such men and women. 
late in life, are realizing the weak- 
ness of thelr training and, with or 
Without guidance, are acquiring for 
themselves that culture which ja too 
often thought to be the possession 
only of those who ‘inherited it.’ 
“These are the men and women for 
whom I feel an earnest, admiring sym- 
pathy, for I know no greater achieves 
ment in modern life than this self-cyl- 
ture, undertaken and effected years 
after the age at which moet. ple im- 
‘agine themselves to be ‘settled down.’ 
“Perhaps the greatness is not so 
ruch in the achievement, for let me as- 
sure you the achievement is not one- 
tenth aa difficult ae most people would 
beleve—but in the determination, late 
in Hfe, to acquire this neglected 
ture. It is there that very many men 
und women who might be successful in 
social and worldly relations fail. They 
have not the courage to make a be- 
ginning. 

“I think they are not oniy weak. but 
blind. They fail to see that almost in- 
veriabiy the material and intellectual 
successes of thie world are won by 
those of cultured manner, men and 
women with the poise gained by self- 
training. the calm confidence of thor- 
ough acquaintance with the usages of 
society. In fact. such poise and confi- 
dence and culture may nowadaya be 
logked: upon as abeolute requisites in 
any form of success. 

“No, it ig not a hew philosophy of 
manners which I am preaching.” she 
replied. smiling, in response to a query. 
“The best thinkers have always main- 
tained the eame cardinal principles, but 
unti] now no practical effert has ever 
been made to encourage this most laud- 
able desire to be agreeabie, nor means 
provided for teaching the principles of 
tact and courtesy.

There 
is not one mother or one father who 
views with; true foresight the career of 
their boy or girl. who doubts for a mo- 
ment that more than one-half the ques- 
tions of worldly success in after life 
will turn upon this question of social 
culture, the art of appearing wel!, and 
the power of pleasing. If I read aright 
thre hearts of mothers who write or 
tell their hopes and fears to me, this 
recognition of the need of culture in 
their growing boys and giris is a 
seurce Of more anxiéty than is gen- 
erally euspected.

Ranch Stili Having Many 
Troubles. 
One of the flercest unintentional 


jokes ever perpetrated upon a people 


Warner’s Ranch Indians, now en- 
new houses arrived—the houses prom- 
ised them by the government in place 
of the roofs of their fathers, left behind 
at Agua Caliente. 

“Puff!—a little wind, then no more 
Indian house,” ironically commented 
the first Indian to draw near the mixed 
pile of wooden sections unloaded in the 
moonlight from the eighl-horse freight 
wagon. 

Ever since their removal to Pala in 
May last these unhappy Indians have 
been looking forward for some move 
on the part of “Washington” to house

sconced against their will at Pala. Their 


the San Dernardino attorney whom the 
Indians have been led to consider the 
only true oracle in existence, arrived in 
“amp again. He had been called in 
post hasie by them to give advice on a 
matter wherein they had refused to 
comply with the request of the agent In 
charge of them. Just over the reserva. 
tion line to the southwest lives a Mex- 
ican family named Morena. The Mo- 
rena ranch derives its water supply 
from a ditch that passes through the 
reservation. The Morenas claim that 
their water had been cut off by the 
irampling-in of the ditch by the cattle 
belonging to the Indians. The reserva- 
tion authorities decided that the In- 
dians should build a fence along the 
ditch in question, to protect it from the 
cattie, those doing the work to be paid 
the regular Wage of $1.50 per day, as 
prescribed by the government. The In. 
dians refused to have anwthing to do 
with it. They say they won't do work 
for their heighbors. So off went a mes- 
senger for John Brown, whom they 
consider more potent than the United 
States government. The hat was 
passed, figuratively, to defray his ex- 


penses, and a conveyance was sent to. 


bear him over from Temecula. 

SQUAWMAN LAWSON, 
Squawman Lawson, formerly Indian 
war correspondent of the Los Angeles 
Express, also was sent for, to pass his 
valuable opinion upon the matter of 
the water right. And after the befud- 
died Indians have been “advised” to 
their own contentment by these two,

them, as they greatly dread the ap- 
proach of the damp, chilly months 
while they are under canvas and brush 
shelter, as is now the case. So when it 
was rumored about the reservation 


Tuesday that the first load of material 
for their new homes had started over 
the mountains from Temeculg, ex- 
pectant eyes were fixed on the pass be- 
yond the gray old. olive grove of the 
Pala mission. | 

The future Indian settlement at Pala 
will consist of thirty thin pine port- 
able houses, 22 feet 8 inches long, 11 
feet 8 inches wide, and 7 feet 10 inches 
high. They are shipped in the 
“knocked-down” shape from New York. 
Piled on the ground, the sections look 
go together without a nail, and if the 
go together without a naill, and if the 
puzzle is properly worked out, accord- 
ing to the voluminoug blue-print dia- 
grams furnished the United States 
government by the owners of the pat- 
‘ent on the thing. three rooms will be 
developed per house... The houses cost 
$200 apiece in New York. By the time 
they are set up on the reservation they 
will cost not far from $300 apiece. 

WILL BE INCONGRUOUS. 

Pala will be the most incongruous 
Indian settlement that ever came to 
the imagination. It will be funnier 
than the long-haired blanket Indian in 
the high stove-pipe hat. The wan little 
peaked box houses, their sharp spinal 
columns bristling with a line of ginger- 


‘|*read scroll work, will stand in an un- 


steady row and stare the mission and 
its famous campanile in the face. In- 
dians will erect brush shelters in front 
of each of these New York presents, 
wherein to sit, away from the sun, and 
ponder, and weave, and complain; and 
each house will look as if it had grown 
a wae tangled beard, longer than it- 
self. 

Of course, this is just the look of the 
thing, which some people will tell you 
has nothing to do with the case. Some- 
times a fellow can't help being influ- 
enced by his funny bump, though, and, 
besides, it never is necessary absoluie- 
ly to defy the fitness of things, even in 
housing an Indian. But the point upon 
which potent discussion may be main- 
tained in this-—-can a thinly-clad Indian, 
used to adobe walls every winter of his 
life, as has been the case with the 
Warner's Ranch Indians, live health- 
fully in a collapsible, “Lincoln”-roofed 
shell? 

Evidently the Indian Department has 
decided that they can live in them 
heaithfully, but the Indians have de- 
cided that they can’t. A Times repre- 
sentative was at Pala when the first 
load of house sections arrived, and this 
was the first complaint that the natives 
made. They didn't complain that the 
houses would be unpicturesque, though 
they laughed at them for this fact—but 
they said, “They are full of coughs,” 
But it is decreed that the New York 
style shall prevail in-the archiiecture of 
the new Pala, and the authorities on 
the field—whv are in no wise responsi- 
ble for the ridtculous houses--will begin 
to get the village into shape next week

NIONISTS ON STRIKE 

IN SANTA BARBARA. 

CONTRACTOR SAYS OTHER MEN 
WILL FILL PLACES. 

Walkout on Potter Hotel Addition 
Because “Unfair’ Company's Tianers 


Are Doing the Work—Pian to Rid t 
Town of Union Bossism. | 


[SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 9.—This 
morning the carpenters, lathers and 
plasterers engaged on the Potter Hotel 
addition struck in a body, refusing to 
work with the tinners of the “unfair” 
Ott Hardware Company. This is the 
first move the unions have dared ‘to 
make to back up their boycott of the 
Ott company, for although they have 
been given many opportunities they 
have got no farther than threats. 

Thursday evening the Ott company's 
tinners started in on the tinning con- 
tract a tthe Potter, and after working 
for a short time, returned to the shop 
to do preliminary fitting. They ap- 
peared at the job this morning, and the 
union mechanics laid down their tools 
and walked out. Foreman Johnson 
called up Contrgctor Engstrom of Los 
Angeles by telephone and explained the 
Situation to him, esking for instruc- 
tions. From his answer Mr. Engstrum 
seerns determined to make no conces- 
sions to the striking men. 

Foreman Johnson stated this after- 
noon that the plasterers and lathers 
will come back to the job tomorrow 
morning, and that a force of carpenters 
will arrive on morning train to 
take the places of the striking men. 
“Whether the carpenters will be union 
or non-union, I am not able to say,” 
said Johnson, “but one thing is sure, 
and that is that they will work along- 
isde of the non-union tinners. The 
striking carpenters are all Santa Bar- 
bara men, and this time they have gone 
a bit too far.” | 

The trades unions of Santa Barbara 
have been running the town with a 
high-handed policy for the past year, 
but the better element among the con- 
tractors and working men see plainly 
that such a course Would soon paralyze 
the building industry. The unions and 
trades counsel are controlled by the so- 
cialistic and anarchistic element, and 
many good mechanics were forced to 
join against their better judgment. 
Since the formation of the Citizens’ Al- 
liance, withdrawals from the unions 
have been common, and now a } 
_pumber of the working men in the city 
are not affiliated with any trades union 


}or bossed by any walking delegates. 


Several prominent employers, contract- 
ors, architects and business men are 
planning to form an employers’ associa.

An order was received here yestere 
day by Southern Pacific Train Dis- 
patcher Sweetser from headquarters in 
San Francisco to the effect that, be- 
ginning today, the Coast Line Limited, 
both north and southbound, will stop 
at Ventura. A victory has been won by 
the merchants of Ventura. 

For the past two months the prom- 
inent citizens of that city and the 
Southern Pacific have been at logger- 
heads over this prgposition. When the 
Limited first failed\to stop there the 
merchants held a meeting and decided 
to ship all their goods to San Fran- 
cisco by water and placed an. order 
with San Francisco jobbers that mer- 
chandise be sent down only by water. 
The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
took @ hand and helped Veniura’s 
cause along. : 

The Southern Pacific endeavored te 
remedy the trouble by vending the ice 
cal train out of, Los Angeles ahead of 
the Limited and changed the time of 
departure (o 7:19 a.m. Any passengers 
from Ventura bound for San Frane 
cisco via the Limited were expected 
to go to Santa Barbara on the lo al 
and change there to the Limited waich 
arrived a half hour later. This hardy 
proved satisfactory. Objections contin- 
ued to come in from Ventur’ citizens 
a committee was appointed to 
take action on the matter if neces- 
sary, to go to San Francisco and assert 
their rights in person to the big men 


of the “Espee.” 


For a few days last week the Limited 
stopped at Ventura and then the order 
was cancelled again and the flyer flew 
past as of old. Now, as the Ventura 
committee ts abowt to leave for head- 
quarters in righteeus indignation, the 
order comes that the Limited will stop. 

But the trouble is not yet at an end, 
for this committee is going to push the 
case of Ventura vs. the Southern Pa-+ 
cific still further. The leading citizens 
assert that they are not treated right 
by the railroad and will ask that the 
name of the city on the Southern Pa- 


cific maps be changed from “San 
Buenaventura” to just plain Ventura, 
ty which name it is how known. They 


further take exception to the fact that 
Santa Barbara is printed in heavy type 
out on the ocean where it is most con- 
spicuous while San Buenaventura is 
stuck inside in a jumble of little 
towns where one needs a magnifying 
glass to find it. This committee ts to 
ask that some of these things be re->- 
tified and that the city be given its 
share of advertising in railroad pamph- 
lets, etc. 

The stopping of the Limited at Ven- 
tura will not alter its running time 
to San Francisco and it will not change 
the time of departure of the Limited or

es. It is apparently the intention of 

the Bannings to model their tract after 
Chester Place. 

In defense of the plan for platting 
the tract, Attorney Haskins urged that 
the adjoining property would be bene- 
fited rather than injured because of 
the nature of the improvements con- 
templated. He said that Hancock 
Banning would erect a residence tv 
cost $26,000 on a lot 153x640 at the cor- 
ner of Arlington and Pico streets and 
that $4000- building restrictions would 
be placed on the other lots. He said 
that Capt. Banning had endeavored to 
find some way of utilizing the prop- 
erty for a long time, and had even 


tried to buy more land in order to’ 


lay out the tract in a different man- 
ner, Failing in this, he had done the 
best possible with the property he had.

“NEWSIES.” 


Jury Refuses to Convict the” Rough 
Who Assaulted Street-car Conductor. 
Court Declined to Excuse Them—Boy 
Charged With Robbing a Rancher. 


‘A pathetic story of two hungry boys 
was told in the Police Court yester- 
fy “and they left the room eating 


Granville McConnell and Charley 
Carnicle, each about a dozen years old, 
but emall for their years, were ar- 
raigned for burgiary. They had broken 
into # cheap restaurant on Fifth street 
Thursday night and had stolen two 
pies and some meal tickets. They ate 
one of the ples and then went to “bed” 
in a big empty box in a near-by alley. 
About 5 o'clock yesterday morning a 
policeman spied them in the box. and 
j hauled them out. Close to the head 
of Carnicle lay the uneaten pie, and 
in the pocket of McConnell the meal 
tickets were found. 

McConnell! had a bad day at selling 
papers, and did not have a cent with 
which to get supper. His companion 
had saved up $2 to pay on his wheel 
the next day, and dared not spend it 
for so trifilng a matter as grub. The 
two boys went to Carnicle’s home at 
No. 439 East Third street, but found 
the door locked, so they went up town 
again und raided the restaurant. 

They are both bright boys, in need 


them is availuble for somebody who 
wants a boy. 
Granvilie McConnell was brought to 
Los Angeles from Kansas City ve Fred 
Wickland, woh lives at No. 400% South 
Fremont avenue, and found work on 
a messenger force. He lost the job 
a couple of months agu by some means 
and Probation Officer Oliver says the 
boy was thereupon turned out on the 
street, since which time he has had 
neither home nor friends and has 
maintained himself by seliing papers. 
It is true that once before he was in 
trouble, but in that instance his mis- 
fortune was uleo due to his efforts to 
secure something to eat. He was 
stealing fruit from an orchard, and 
when the owner was about to catch 
him, McConnell turned and struck his 
pursuer in the face with a stone. For 
this he was arrested and placed in 
charge of Officer Oliver, and he is stij] 
a probationer in that case. 
Charley Carnicle lives with 
mother and stepfather, R. G Wood- 
ward, at No. 429 East Third street. 
The boy testified yesterday that he 
went home Thursday night and found 
the door locked: he had previously 
said that he could not get along with 
his stepfather. The latter had jijst 
come home that day, after an absence 
of several weeks, and the boy aséribea 
to him the locking of the door. 
Woodward appeared in court and 
volunteered to testify. He said the 
door was not locked; that the boy was 
the very best kind of boy and would 
do no wrong: that he and the boy 
were on terms of friendship: that the 
boy was obedient, and brought the 
best of reports from ‘school. 
When Justice Chambers began to get 
in his work on Woodward, he testified 
In an exactly opposite vein. He said 
the boy had not been in school for

The case of Dave Coyle of Pasadena, 
charged with battery by Victor L. 
Sunderland,.a conductor on the Pasa- 
dena electric line, was tried yesterday 
before a jury in Justice Austin’s court. 
Coyle’s testimony in his own behalf 
admitted the actual committing of the 
crime of battery, but, then, such a 
trifle as that could not be expected to 
cut anything of a figure with a Police- 
Court jury.

kr. G. Dun & Co.'s review of trade 

conditions in this part of the State for | 
September, states that Soythern Cali- | 
fornia is still busy handling the fruit | 
crop. There is little ground for com- | 


| plaint this year from growers in this 


section. Almost every crop has yieldea | 
average quantity and fair prices have 
ruled. Resultant .damage from early 
rain was slight. The injury to hay, 
grain and beans will not materially af- 
fect the output. Raisins on trays in 
a few instances dropped a grade in 
quality. The bean harvest is progress- 
ing rapidly. Fruit drying continues, 
and grape crushing at wineries is in 
full swing. Prices paid by wine men, 
$10 and $12 a ton amounting in some 
varieties to 50 per cent. of that paid 
last year, is causing much complaint 
from vineyardists. The sugar cain- 
paign will probably continue 4 month 
or SIX Weeks longer. The beet crop is 
lot up to early estimates, but is in 
excess of last jear. Sugar content is 
high, averaging about 17 per cent. 
From Oxnard, sugar is now going for- 
Ward at the rate of eight curioads a 
day. Output for season at Los Ala- 
niitos is estimated at 7500 tons. 

lean prices advanced during: the 
month. ‘The size of the Ventura crop 
seems to be subject for much difference 
of opinion, and it seems now to be up 
to a counting of the sacks after 
thrashing to determine whether it 1s 
500,000 or 600,000. 

The market for dried fruit is steady, 
‘prices firm but movement is not ac- 
tive. The pack for State is small, that 
of peaches being especially curtailed 
by unusual Eastern demand for fresh 
fruit and heavy purchases by the can- 
neries. Apricot stocks will reach less 
than two-thirds of last season's out- 
put. 

The raisin crop is an exception 
among cured fruits. It will be a full 
one, grading largely two and three 
crowns, for which prices have been 
set, loose stock, 6 1-3 to 6% cents, 


Same as last year, layers 15 cents 
higher than opening, 5 cents higher 
than closing prices. Orders are coming 
in freely. 
Walnut picking has commenced. 
More than whole crop has been booked 
subject to prices named by the Asso- 
ciation. As buyers are offering inde- 
pendent growers 13 cents in carload 
lots, it is likely most of the Associa- 
tion sales will be so confirmed. 
, The canned goods market is most 
active in years. Shipping is heavy. 
Brokers report sale for everything 
available. The pack for State is 500,- 
000 cases less than in 1902. Canneries 
are now accepting all orders subject 
to broken lines. 
About all the citrus crop has now 
been shipped, only about 100 boxes esti- 
mated yet remaining in the State. 
Slightly higher prices have been ob- 
tained during the month. Lemon mar- 
ket has been decidedly stronger. Yield 
for year totals about 22,000 carloads. 
All - conditions are favorable for new 
crop. 
Olive crop will be abundant this sea- 
son exceeding yield of two years ago 
and should bring better returns, as 
growers are better prepared than they 
were then for handling the crop. 
Locally, volume of business is very 
satiafactory. The annual report of 
clearinghouse for year ending Septem- 
ber, 1903, shows large gain, 27.71 per 
cent. over business of 1902. Prospects 
were never better for large fall and 
winter trade in all lines. No let-up in 
building operations is apparent. The 
September permits being in excess of 
one million doilars.

Bishop Addresses the Friday 
Morning Club. | 


Exposition of Papal Office, tis 
Origin and Scope. 


Informal Receplion to Reverend 
Specker—Mmes. Moaj:ska 
and Tuhoisky Guests. 


The Friday Morning Club held its 
session yesterday morning at 
the Women's Club House, and after a 
few preliminary exercises, Mrs. Roy 
Jones introduced to the club the speak- 
er of the day, Rt. Rev. Thomas J. 
Conoty, bishop of Los Angeles and 
Menierey, whose masterly address on 
“The Papal Office—Its Origin and 
Scope,” was listened to with the most 
flattering attention. 

At the conclusion of the address. 
Bishop Conaty stated that he hai not 
dwelt upon the subject of the temporal 
power of the Papal office, which 
he knew was interesting many 
of his hearers, because the 
spiritual part was paramount, and 
he could not attempt to cover so large 
a subject in so short a time. The 
bishop held an informal reception after 
the meeting was adjourned and an- 
swered many questions which were the 
outcome of his discourse. | 

Madame Modjeska was a guest of 
the club this morning, and Miss Neally 
Stevens gave a private luncheon in her 
studio at the clubhouse to Bishop Co- 
nbaty, Madame Modjeska and her 
guest, Madame Tuhoilsky, Mrs. Roy 
Jones and Father Murphy.

“The Papal office is not merely a 
thing of the past; it is also of the liv- 
ing present.

cbaracters, the ‘particular cultures of 
the paet and present Indians, and the 
various linguistic stocks or families 
still extant, it ie hoped to solve the 
problem of the relationship of the 
liumerous groups of Indians in Calli- 
fornia, and their relationship with peo- 
tlee of other parts of the continent 
_— possibly with certain tribes of 
Asia. 

Nowhere in American has there been 
such a diversity of Indian languages 
is in California, a condition which has 
long puzzled anthropologiets, During 
the past five years more investigations. 
of these languages have been made by 
ihe university and by eastern institu- 
tions than in all previous time. These 
Indian languages are now fast disap- 
pearing. Several are at the present 
moment known only by five or six and 
cthers by twenty or thirty individuals, 
and hardly a year passes without spe- 
cial dialect, or even language, becom- 
ing extinct. For this reason it is dee 
sired that students should be _ in- 
structed in the methods of recordin 
and studying Indian languages, an 
then devote themselves to epecial re- 
search. The university fs therefore 
giving instruction in this branch of 
linguistics with the 4 of preparing 
students to carry on the research be- 
fore the opportunities pass away. Sim- 
ilar reasons apply to researches in 
other divisions of ethnology, and in 
ercheology; hence the training of stu- 
cents in these subjects te also under- 
taken by the department of anthro- 
poligy. 

The officers of the department make 
a special appeal to persons in all 
of the State and adjacent regions f 
aid in this survey. Hundreds of In- 
dian objecte are found annually, which 


how found and sent to the university, 
would, when brought together for com- 
parative study, ald in the settlement 
of many important questions. The dis- 
tribution of a particular kind of stone 
implement or of an ancient form of 
basket, and of many other objects of 
Indian manufacture (even the pecullar 
etone of which an tmpiement is © 
is of great importance,) will aid in de- 
termining the distribution of a tribe or 
group of which othe records may be 
lost or so uncertain that just such con- 
firmatory evidence to establish a par- 
ticwlar point ts required. 

The university is by this survey 
earrying on a research of great im- 
rortance in obtaining a knowledge of 
the first tayo | of the Pacific Coast 
aud of the early migrations, and of 
the relationships of the recent and 
present Indians, a research that is re- 
culred by anthropologists and by all 
interested in the early history of man. 
This work has been we!l begun, but 
areistance of many kinds ts needed for 
it rapid progress.

“The Papal power is the power ex- 
ercised by the Pope, who is the Bishop 
of Rome, the metropolitan of the Ro- 
man provinces, and sometimes called 
the Patriarch of the West. The word 
Pope, Papa, as is well known, was a |}. 
title of respect to ecclesiastics, and 
the Greeks used it for the priests. It 
became a special title for the bishops, 
and was gradually restricted to the 
Bishop of Rome. Gregory VII, in 1702, 
formally prohibited its use by any 
other. The Papal office, then, is the 
position held by the one known to the 
world as the Pope, and recognised by 
the Catholic Church as the Bishop of 
Rome, and the successor of the Apos- 


tle, Peter. He ts the chief executive 
in the goyernment of the Catholic 
Church. 


ITS SUPREMACY. 

“The Papal office exists for the pur- 
poses of government, as also for that 
of teaching. The incumbent of that 
office is the Suprome Governor ana 
Law Giver, the Supreme Judge, Doc- 
tor and Teacher of the church, the 
sishop Of ail Bishops, the Sovereign 
ronun. The first idea it suggests, is 
that of authority, power, governmemni, 
headship. it implies’ fully a supreme 
power of jurisdiction over tne cnurch 
in faith and morals, in government 
and discipline. it implies tne right to 
legislate for the whole church, to 
convoke councils, and decide where 
they are to be held, to preside over 
them, either in person, or by legate, 
or by the subsequent approval of their 
decrees. It implies that a confirmation 
of their decrees, by it, is needed to 
give them binding force. It implies 
the power to create, destroy, modify 
dioceses, to make and change arch- 
bishops, to appoint, transfer, dispose 
Or uccept resignations of bishops. it 
implies the approval of religious or- 
ders and the fixing of relations be- 
tween them individually and between 
each and all of them, and other se::- 
tions of the church. In a word, it im- 
plies all jurisdiction and care for the 
church’s good. Accountable to none, 
the Pope is a judge over pastors and 
people. His decision, like that of the 
Supreme Court, is final, and admits of 
no appeal. Between him and the pas- | 
tors and people of the whole church, 
there must be free communication, as 
it is the spiritual privilege of his of- 
— to reach all and be reached by 


“Beside the power of government, by 
which the headship of the Pope is ac- 
knowledged, there is in the Papal of- 
fice, a supreme teaching power’ which 
is endowed, with the gift of inerrancy, 
or Itinfallibility, when the Pontiff 
speaks in faith and morals ex cathe- 
dra, thatisasa judge from the bench. 
His definitions are then unerring, 
and and 
are irreformable. 


revelation, but assistance for the un- 
erring exposition of divme faith. The 
gift ie attached to the office, and not 
to the man, as is true in court rela- 
tions with society. We accept in- 
spired writings without thinking of 
the writers. “They sit in the chair of 
Moses.’ ‘Do as they say, but as they 
do.” Caiphas prophesied correctly, 
because he was the High Priest of that 
year. Impeccability or immunity 
from habits of evil, freedom from per- 
sonal sin are not In question. Infalli- 
bility is not impeccability. The judge 
on the bench in civil or crimina! law 
may have grossly violated the law 
himself, but his decision is law when 
rendered in his judicial position, ac- 
cording to the evidence, and the prin- 
ciples of law. The infallibility be- 
longing to the Papal office Is not the 
infallibility of fact, but infallibility of 
doctrine, and morals. It is the exposi- 
tion of the deposit of faith which 
Christ left to the world for the salva- 
tion of its intellect and its life. It 
conserves and explains revelation, but 
does not inspire. More than two-

SUCCESSION TO PETER. 


“The incumbent of the Papal wer 
accedes to his authority not by any 
hereditary principle, but by the demo- 
cratic principle of election. ‘The Pope 
is elected by vote of the College of 
Cardinals, who are never more than 
seventy, like the seventy elders who 
aldec Moses in the government of the 
people. Six are bishops of sees neigh- 
boring to Rome. Fifty belong to the 


All hold the 
dinals. 
_ “The Papal power has its origin ac- 
cording to the accepted teachings of 
the Catholic Church in the srtccession 
to Peter, who was chosen by the Sa- 
vior to be the rock upon which His 
church was to be bullt. it finds its or- 
igin first, in the promises made to 
Peter, and afterward, in th fulfillment 
of the promises, ‘I say alsounto thee, 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church.’ ‘And the gates of 
hell shall not prevall against it.’ ‘And 


dignity of car- 


thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound 
in Heaven, and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
Heaven.’ 

' “This last promise was the only one 
of the four, made to all the apostles. 
‘Study of the relations between Peter 
and the authority which he was to ex- 
ercise shows that he is mentioned 
first in all the catalogues, as his name 
also appears first on Thabor in Geth- 
semane. after the Resurrection, and in 
the Senate chamber awalting the des- 
cent of the pentecosta!l spirit. Peter, as 
we see in the Acts of the Apostles, was 
accepted as a ruler and arbiter in con- 
troversy. He decides, he discharges the 
office of father, the head of the Lord’s 
family in the church, and was 80 ac- 
cepted, Peter among the apostles re- 
ceived many things alone, they noth- 
‘ing without him. His powers can be 
exercised by one, theirs by many. His 
powers include theirs, not thejrs his. 
The Catholic church regards the Papal 
power as having its source in the pow- 
er of Peter. He was the Rock, his pow- 
er was to be perpetual, for hell was 
not to prevail against it. It was to be 
supreme, the keys of the kingdom were 
given to him. 

BOND OF UNTTY. 

“The scope of the Papal power Is to 
be limited only by the needs of man- 
kind in relation to the salvation 
through Christ. An essential purpose 
in the establishment of this power 
is to be seen in the very purpose of the 
mission of Christ himself, and that 
is unity. ‘That they may be one, as we 
are.” ‘One as Thou, Father, art in- Me, 
and I in Thee; they also may be one in 
Us.’ This unity is a visible one ‘that 
the world may believe that Thou hast 
sent me.’ Unity is the source of 
strength, power, authority, in the 
home, in the nation, in the body, In the 
army, particularly so, in all govern- 
ment. Unity is the essential element 
of truth, for truth.is one as God is one. 
Truth is but the manifestation of di- 
vine intellect. There is unity, as the 
source whence all authority sprin 
the unity of jurisdiction and o {- 
ence, the Episcopate, unity in tHe au- 
preme head, the priesthood with the 
Episcopate and the people in obedience 
to both. 

“The unity of faith centers all teach- 
ing in one commission to teach, and by 
virtue of which authority, others are 
sent to teach. According to 8t. Au- 
gustine, Peter represented universal- 
ity and wnity in the church, and his 


| Successors maintained the visible unity 


of government. Papal power has al- 
ways stood for the unity of jurisdic- 
tion In *-vernment and the unity of 
teaching in doctrine and morals. To 
that power men have appealed and by 
that power men have been judged as 
violating: the principles of unity in doc- 
trine and In morals. The entire history 
of the relation of the Ca‘holic church 
to the heresies of the early and later 
ages, whether of Arius or Macedonius, 
Nestorius, Pelagius, whether on the 


Trinity, the Incarnation, or the Divin- 


ity of Christ, the papal power is scen 
to be the final authority embracing 
within its scope the right not only to 
teach divine doctrine, but to protect 
doctrine from the attacks of error. 

AS PEOPLE'S PROTECTOR. 

“The scope of the Papal power in 
its defense of the weak and oppressed 
is frequently indicated in the history 
of the world, and in nothing more so 
than In the stand the papacy took for 
the innocent and oppressed, especially 
in relation to the sanctity of the mar- 
riage tie.

They were in 
authority when Colombus discovered 
this western continent. and the mis- 
sionaries who planted the cnurch along 
the highways they made through Call- 
fornia were sent by superiors who ac- 
knowledged the Papal authority. The 
history of the world is replete with acts 
recognizing this headship of autherity 
and unity. 
“Older than all the monarchies and 
empires of Burope, the papal power 
taught them the rudiments of knowl- 
edge, and fostered their growth. It 
over the varied nationalities as a 
common father, This royal line unbro- 
ken since Peter Is a line of old men 
on the banks of the Tiber ruling not 
by armies, but by the power of the 
spiritual.

ASTER BUILDERS 
FIX WAGE RATE. 


NEW ORDER TO BE IN EFFECT 
NEXT MONTH. 


Union Plasterers Will be For::d to 
Recede from Their Recent “Holi-un” 
Position or Seek Other Fields—Many 
Skilled Workmen Coming. 


After November 1 plasterers and 
bricklayers, both tinion and non-union, 
in this vicinity, will be obliged to wdrk 
for a maximum wage of $5 a day or re- 
main idle. 

That is the ultimatum of the Master 
Builders’ Association, formulated yes- 
terday. It will be remembered that a 
few weeks since the union plasterers, 
secure in the belief that they had the 
contractors cinched, demanded a mini- 
‘mum rate of $6. Employers were given 
but an hour's notice, and the only al- 
ternative was to submit to the hold-up. 
General contractors were limited in 
time -for the completion of bulldings, 
and had the sub-contractors stood out 
against the extortionate demands of 
the union men, the general contractor 
would have been forced to complete the 
undertaking of the sub-contractors at 
the latter's expense. 

By the action of the Master Builders’ 
A eeaniatian a harmony of interest wii! 


be secured, contracts will be let and 
sub-let on the basis of the maximum 
rate established, and if a union laborite 
doesn’t want to work at that wage he 
can let it alone. 

The experience with union plasterers 
the past few weeks has made this ac- 
tion of the master builders imperative 
and, as skilled mechanics have been 
flocking to this building center, ¢m- 
ployers are condent of being able to 
secure all the men they want. 

When the demand of the union plas- 
terers for a minimum rate of $6 waa 
granted, the impression prevailed 
among the men that they had gained 
a permanent victory, and that con- 
tractors were helpless. Their conduct 
became intolerable, work was per- 
formed most unsatisfactorily, and 
half-time for full pay was the general 
result. 

To add to the stress of the situation, 
little fellows, who are apprentices to- 
day and contractors tomorrow, domi- 
nated by the walking delegate, made no 
end of trouble. These tools of the 
union, having a day’s work or less to 
offer, would canvass the labor field, 
tendering pk asterers $7 and $7.50 per 
day. In order to keep their men, con- 
tractors heving large jobs were obliged 
to meet the raise. 

Another favarite method of holding 
up employers was for a dissatisfied man 
to approach a. builder with the state- 

ment that others had offered him a 
dollar more than he was getting. Un- 
der the new arrangement these sources 
of annoyance will be eliminated. Ninety 
per cent. of the reputable builders be- 
long to the association, and with a uni- 
form wage scale established, 2 wage 
that is regarded as fair, piasierers 
know just what _to expert. and will be 
forced to abide by the decision of the 
master builders. 


Where tlie Negro Fares Well. 


The investigation into the affairs of 
the Indian Territory has served to call 
attentionto the fact that there are some 
20,000 negroes in that Territory who 
have fared pretty well under the foster- 
ing care of the government, which has 
exercised a guardianship over them, on 
account of their affiliation with the In- 
dian. Prior to the Civil War some of 
the Indian tribes were slave owners, 
and with the emancipation the freed- 
men were adopted as members of the 
tribes. As a result of this acTion, 20,000 
negroes and persons of mixed negro 
and Indian blood are today sharing in 
the allotment of the five civilized tribes. 
This is by virtue of a treaty entered 


into between the United States aM’ the | 


Indian tribes in 1866. By provisions of 
this treaty and the allotment acts these 
Indians gnd mixed bloods now receive 
of from 40. to 120 acres} 
eac 

Reports from the officials of the Ter- 
ritory show that these negroes are 
among the most thrifty and industrious 
citizens. They have been kept, under 
the operation of the Federal law, fron: 
the use of liquor, the sale of which 1s 


prohibited in the Terrotory, and have? 


accumulated a very liberal share of the 


world’s goods. With the final division] 


of the lands, the negro members of the 
tribe will be well established and 
equipped for making an independent 
living. Those who have been advocat- 
ing the colonization of the negroes have 
the Indian Territory example of the 


advancement made by the members of 


the race who have been located on 
farms and compelled to remain there.—
